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think therein li es a problem. S ome pe ople i nte r p r e t e d
flexibility to mean that, in fact, it automatically liberalizes
an issue. I think if anything, the amendment a s p r opos e d by
Senator Withem restricts more than the present rule the ability
t o change and , n f act , add amendments that, in fact, could be
determined by some t o be no t g er ma n e . So it is rather
interesting. At the same time some people are arguing t hat we
shouldn't make any c hanges at all because it would liberalize
the law, in some of our minds, just the opposite is t rue . So
all I h ave t o do is leave it up to your own mind's eye to
determine what you think is appropriate. T his woul d t h oug h , I
t hink mo r e c l ar l y , as recommended by Senator Withem, in fact,
in some degree as recommended by Senator Warner with the use of
the word and, make it possible for whoever is in the Chair to
make a determination much easier and help us all on t h e f l o o r
better understand that determination.
